A. All Expofitors agrec, that in the firft of thefe 
Texts our Savicur prepares the way for removing 
the Diftinétion between pure and impure Crea.

Bur the law againit Eating Blood was an- 
recedent to the ‘f-wif Law, and therefore may re- 
main fill in Force nocwithftanding thefe Words ; 


and coves remain in Force, the Rei:era- 


ting of ic by the Apoifties is a fufficient Declara:ion. 
The Apcitics in their general Council ranfied, 
and partly explained what ovr Saviour had here 
expreffed in generai Ve:ms, For they agree to the 
Abolifhing of the Ceremonial Law of the Fews en- 
tirely, and with him remove the Diltinction be- 
tween pure an impure Meats, in the Obfervance 
of which the jews were very ftrict: Bur yer leaft 
this Score fome Things might be negiected 
or difregarded unter the Notion of Ceremonial 
Obfervances, which were really neceflary Duties; 
that is, leaft the C/riftians might imagine that by 
this Repeal of the Ceremonial Law they were now

-dols, the Apoftles found it requifite to prevent the

monial, but that they were really neceffary, or 


original Precepts of the Law of God or Natute. — 


The 15th of 4&s does not therefore contradi& 
but explain the tith of Mar. And as for the o- 
ther Text here quoted, we are to obferve that Sc. 


Pau! both in this and the 8th Chap. treats of one 


of the particulars of this great Apoftolical Canon, 
Viz. Eating Things offered to Idols; wherein tho’ 
he does nor {o exprefly condemn the Pra¢tice as the 
Apoftles had done, yet he proceeds fo far as to 
acquaint them, that there was no Good nor Vir- 
tue in it, nowwithftanding thar the Corinthians al- 
ready krew that Idols were nothing ; which by a 
kind of Meiofis amounts to a Prohibition, as much 
as that of the Apoftles. Bur granting the thing in ir 
felf Lawful, he thews notwithftanding there might 


be Danger in it, from the Scandal it might give: 


For it is not enough to juftify any Action, that the 
Thing done is init felf Lawful, »nlefs we feek in 
ir the Glory of God and the Good of others. Nort- 
withitanding, he adds, we need not create to our 


felves unneceflary Scruples and Difficulties, Pro- 


vided we do not know or are not informed that 
the Meat fer before us has been offer’d to Idols, we 


may fafely Eat of it without being curioufly fn- 


quifitive about it: We may Buy and Bar what is 


{old in the Shambles, without asking Queftions for _ 


Conicience Sake.
